The annonnoement of the croseing of the 
Danube on Friday, as telegraphed by the 


H b b a l p correspondent at Galatz and for­ 
warded to New York yesterday morning, is 
fully confirmed from Vienna. 
The details 
lent to the H b b a l d were much fuller than 
fiven in any London journal yesterday. 
Further particulars of the great events at 
Ibrail and Galatz reach here this morning 
from the H b b a l d Vienna Bureau. 


THB OBODND SÜEVETED IN ADVANCE. 
The programme was adroitly planned and 
carried out 
It bad been ascertained by 
Russian spies that the Turkish forces at 
Matchin were in no condition to oppose a 
crossing, if made in force, and that only 
straggling bands of bashi-bazouks were to 
be met among the low lands along the river. 


COSSACKS THK M B8T TO CKOSS. 


Accordingly before dawn a few barge-loads 
of Cossacks were sent across from Galatz 
to Ghiaoet. 
The crossing was assisted by 
small steamers, which performed the jour­ 
neys with the barges as rapidly as possible. 
In this manner a sufficient number of these 
brave horsemen were 
soon across and 
nounted. 


THB MOTKKBNT OOVEBBD BT ABTXXXBBT. 
They remaised d ose to the river, naving 
their sentries out to give notice of on ap­ 
proach of the enemy. 
The guns In the 
forts at Galatz fully covered the cavalry, 
and the gunners stood ready to serve their 
pieces at a signal from the Cossaoks. 
Bo 
far 08 can be learned, the building of the 
bridge at Galatz partakes of the nature of a 
feint, because the great body of troops 
crossed into the Debrudsoha at Ibrail. 


THB PASSAGE AT IBBA IU 


Meanwhile the same movement had been 
made at Ibrail. 
The barges at this place 
were not so large as at Galatz and many 
valuable Cossack ponies either fell or leaped 
from them into the river, but they were 
mostly saved by being lassoed and thus 
towed to the shore. 
In some instances the 
horses swam ashore at the call of their mas­ 
ters, who remained on the barges. 


FORHED ON THE ENEMT’s TEBBITOBT. 


Alter considerable delay several hundred 
men wore landed and formed on a grassy 


slope about a quarter of a iqile from 
the river, the intervening land being so 
marshy that the horses were led over it 
with great difficulty. 


DASHING INTO THB DOBBVDSCHA. 


All being ready at both points, the tele- 
praph was put in requisition from Ibrail 
tnd a simultaneous movement took place, 
the Cossaoks advancing with great rapidity 
into the Dobrudscha. 


D rm C U L T IE S AT IBBAIU 
The force landed at Ibrail had by far the 
more difficult task, for they were compelled 
to extend their line to the utmost, while 
the detaohment from Galatz advanced along 
the main road and larger paths, outside of | 
which it would bo impossible for an enemy 
to approach or to flank them, because of 


the marshy condition of the country.

Thus was formed a 
cordon of Cossaoks between the river’s bank 
md the enemy. 


THE OOSBACB TO THE FROBT. 
The prominent part which the Cossack 
was thus made to play in the first real ag­ 
gressive movement into the enemy's terri­ 
tory in Europe is worth noticing. 
It fully 
justifies all that has been written about the 
important service which be, as a horseman, 


is likely to render to Russia in the war. 
This brings the Cossack squarely to the 
front and makes of him what the Uhlan was 
to the troops of Prussia, "Véclairnir par «e- 


THE BBIDOES LAID ACB088. 


Under ©over of this Cossack cordon the 
pontoons were towed into position and the 


bridges at the two points were soon laici, 
every plank being ready and eveiy man 
having a particular service to perform. The 
Galatz bridge was much more easily built 
than the one at Ibrail, because at the latter 
place, on the Dobrudscha side, the long 
stretch of swamp land before referred to 
had to be planked for the passage of the 
artillery. 
The foot soldiers did not wait 
for this event, however. 
• 


FASSINO OVBB THE PONTOONS. 
No sooner had the last plank been laid in 
the main structure than the men, already 
drawn up in battalions, were ordered to 
prepare for the crossing. 
Eight thoúsand 
men and two batteries of artillery then 
passed over as rapidly as possible, each bat­ 
talion forming directly it had reached the 
dry ground. 
By the time the guns were 
ready to be brought over preparations for 
landing them across the marsh were fin­ 
ished. 


DBIVINO BAOZ THE BASBI-BAZODKS. 
The enemy, in the shape of scattered, 
irregular cavalry, had shown themselves at 
various points, and when the main body of 
troops had formed and the batteries had 
been placed, the Cossacks were ordered for­ 
ward to drive back the videttes. 


THB TUBES MAKE AN ATTACK. 
An advance was

Matchin, the object being to attack at once,

The Turks were found

on a 
range of 
hills to 
the 
northwestward 
of the town.

and a strong detaohment of irregulars sal­ 
lied out to meet their inveterate foes, tbs 
Cossacks. 
They did not risk a close nn- 
oounter, hoWever, and a few ^ c lls from the 
Russian battery posted on the assailed flank 
dispersed the Bashi-Buzonks and ca'ased 
their inglorious retreat under cover of the 
batteries on the hills. 


THB F1B8T ZNOAOEMENT. 
Without delay the Russians were Cfdered 
to advance and charge the batteries.. 
After 
a severe hand to hand fight the outlying 
fortifications were captured and tlie guns 
turned upon the fleeing Turks. Thus fav o r-r 


ably opened the armed occupation of the 
Dobrudscha. 


TAKING THE WAIN FOBT. 


The second assault followed as soon as 
the men oould be reformed, and, with the 
aid of the newly acquired field pieces, the 
heights were carried by storm. 
These most 
desperate struggles, in which the fighting 
was in many instances hand to hand, con­ 
tinued until late in the afternoon. 


n r THB ZNEWT’s CAMP. 
Driven from thefar intrenched position the 
Turks fell back on Matchin. 
Nightfall of 


Friday settled down over the hills and val­ 
leys, and the viotorious invaders deemed it 
«wiser to rest on the successes of the day 
than to attempt to follow rtf the retreat of 
the Turks. 
But the Russians bivouacked 
for the night in the deserted camp. 


DMHAPPT BIGHT FOB THB TUBK. 


The camp fires burned brightly and could 
be seen, doubtless, from the village of 


Matchin, distant only two and a half to three 
miles. 
During the night the utmost activity 
prevailed in the comp, and it was soon gen­ 
erally known that Matchin was to be attacked 
on the morrow. 


THE LOSSES IN THE FIGHT. 
It was impossible to ascertain the losses, 


but from their exposed position, it is prob­ 
able the Bnssians lost more men than the 
Turks. 
Prisoners captured place the num­ 
ber of the Turkish garrison at 6,000 men, 
but it is believed that this estimate is too 
largo. 
Tlie Turkish force probably num­ 
bered 5,000, including the irregular cavalry. 


OVEBMATCHISO THE TURKS. 


On yesterday (Saturday) morning the 
battle was renewed. 
During the night the 
Turks had made great efforts to strengthen

UATCHIN OCCUPIED. 
The Russians advanced and occui)iod the 
town only to flud that it had been aban­ 
doned by the main body of the Tnrkish 
troops during the darkness. 
Therefore by 
six o’clock on yesterday morning the Rns- 
sians held the key to the Dobrudscha. 
All 
day yesterday the crossing at Ibrail con­ 
tinued, and it is expected that all the troops 
will be over by Sunday morning. 


SIXTY THOUSAND MEN. 


The arrival of the Czar at Ibrail was the 
signal for beginning the conquest of Dob- 
rudsohs. 
The heights commanding the 
river os for up as Hirsova will be seized 
within the next few days. 
Only two army 
corps, embracing between fifty-five thou­ 
sand and sixty thousand men will cross at 


Ibrail. 
The Fourteenth corps, without its 
cavalry division, numbers 21,600 men. 
The 
reason for sending so few troops into the 
Dobrudscha is that, because of the barren­ 
ness of the country, it cannot be relied 
upon for fam ishing sustenance. 


THE NEXT MOVE.

division was cut in two and fled in disorder. 


OPERATIONS IN MONTENEGRO. 
The fighting near Ostrok ceased on Fri­ 
day. 
The Montenegrins occupy an en­ 
trenched position, which prevents the ad­ 
vance of Suleiman Pacha. 
Prince Nicholas, 
with another corps, is entrenched at Cerovo, 
south of Ostrok. 
All Saib is expected to at­ 
tack Darielognid to-day with the object of ef­ 
fecting a junction Suleiman Pacha. Should 
these operations succeed both armies will 
march upon Cettinje, while Lieutenant 
General Mehcmet Ali will march down 
from Vassojevich to cover their flanks. 
All 
the Montenegrins in Herzegovina are re­ 
turning to their country’s defence. 


THE TURKISH STRENGTH. 
A correspondent at Cettinje telegraphs 
under date of Friday as follows:—“Sulei­ 
man Pacha advances very slowly, the road 
being obstinately contested by the Monte­ 
negrins. 
I have no doubt myself that he 
will suceeed in getting through, but with 
very grave losses. 
According to the latest 
consular reports he had 22,000 regulars and 
from 5,000 to 8,000 irregulars, against whom 
Prince Nicholas can only oppose 8,000 to 
10.000 men. 


THEY MUST GO FORWARD. 
“The fighting is reported to bewery sangui­ 
nary, but the Turks can only return now with 
danger, and will push forward re^rdless of 
losses, 
'fhe convent of Ostrok was burned 
this morning. 
An attack is announced on 
two points of the southern frontier. 
The 
total number of Turkish forces now oper­ 
ating against Montenegro is about sixty 
thousand.” 


BAD FOR THE MONTENEOBIHB. 
It is officially announced at Constantino­ 
ple that the Turkish divisions operating 
from Herzegovina and Albania against Mon­ 
tenegro successfully effected a junction at 
nine o’clock yesterday morning, and are 
now marching upon Cettinje. 
Montenegrin 
official 
accounts admit 
that Suleiman 
Pacha’s and AH Kaib’s forces have effected a 
junction, and say it was after six days’ con­ 
tinuous fighting, in which the Turks lost 
7.000 men.

What they choose to call an anti-rapid 
transit meeting was held on one evening 
last week. If the managers of this move­ 
ment had btated their exact object they 
would themselves have been startled, .\nti- 
rapid transit is. in shorter and plainer lan­ 
guage, slow transit. 
These gentlemen, 
tlierefo^ invite the people of New York to 
join with them in a movement for slow 
transit. 
They call upon the citizens to 
prevent the passage Irom the business to 
the residence quarters of New York tnim 
being made less tedious, loss inconvenient, 
less wearisome, Jess wasteiul of time. 
Their argument, concisely and accurately 
stated, would bo that people live above 
Canal street at their own risk ; that it is 
monstrous for any one to pretend to sleep 
in Tenth street while there are rooms vacant 
in Baxter street tenement houses and lofts 
to let in Chambers street. As for tho ridicu­ 
lous people who prefer Twentieth or Thir­ 
tieth or Fortieth street; as for the wretches 
who would like to see the Central Park ; as 
for the abominable waifs and estrays who live 
in Harlem and Manhattanville—they have 
evidently no rights which a slow transit man 
is bound to respect The atrocious crime of 
living on the upper end of Manhattan 
Island evidently, in these good people’s 
minds, puts a man beyond the pale of re­ 
spect or protection. 
What is the object of this slow transit 
movement? It is usefuJ to look it squarely 
in the face. It seeks to put a penalty on 
living above Astor place. It says to a labor­ 
ing man, to a mechanic, to a clerk, to a 
young lawyer, to any man who cannot afford 
to keep a carriage, “Your wife and children 
shall not live in comfort; they shall not 
have fresh pure air; you shall not have a 
cottage for them; they shall swelter in our . 
tenements and be crowded for our profit in j 
narrow and filthy streets; or. if you re­ 
bel against this command of ours, we 
will make you pay at least a tenth of 
your whole life; you shall sacrifice 
between two and three hours out of 
every twenty-four; we will compel you to 
lose a seventh of your waking hours every 
day.” That is what these slow transit 
people are saying to the hard-working me­ 
chanics, artisans and clerks of New York. 
But we can imagine one of this indus­ 
trious class appealing to a slow transit 
magnate. “Why are you so hard on us ?” he 
asks in a piteous tone. “Why do you cruelly 
compel our wives and little ones to live in 
tenements when they might occupy pleasant 
and healthful cottages? Why do you compel 
us overworked men to lose two or three 
precious hours out of the short work­ 
ing day, and not only to lose them, 
but to suffer weariness and discomfort in 
them ?” And if the slow transit man were 
as frank, as truthful, as outspoken os he 
ought to be, he would reply, “I own tene­ 
ment houses, and want to have them 
crowded ;” or, “I own horse railroad stock, 
and w’ant larger dividends ; if you don’t 
like it move over to Brooklyn or New 
Jersey." 
We should like to have all sham, pretence 
and humbug removed from this transit dis­ 
cussion. There are, it seems, men in New 
York who hold that the facilities for 
moving about the island are already 
great enough ; we should like to see them 
state their case frankly. 
They fear that 
rapid transit roads will empty the filthy 
tenement houses of the lower part of tho 
city ; they are alraid that an elevated rail­ 
road will lessen their dividends from horse 
car stock. Very well; let them appeal to the 
Legislature. Let them apply for an act 
punLshing with fine and imprisonment every 
mechanic, laborer or clerk who attempts to 
live above Thirtieth street, and prohibiting 
all residents of Brooklyn, Williamsburg or 
Jersey City from doing business or follow­ 
ing their avocations in New York. .Vuil let 
them demand that the fine be a heavy one— 
at least the equivalent in value of two 
hours’ work, lor that is what they already 
exact. 
We have stated the case of tho slow tran­ 
sit men fairly. They hold that it is not ad­ 
visable that New Yorkers shall be able to 
move about the island foster than at pres­ 
ent. la not that a monstrous proposition to 
offer to the working and business men of 
New Y'ork? They hold that the city is big 
enough ; for their plan will most eft'ectively 
keep it from growing. But do tho taxpayers 
think New York big enough ? It is impos­ 
sible to state the case of the opponents of 
rapid transit without making them appear 
the enemies of the city, the enemies of tho 
whole laboring population, the enemies of 
the taxpayers. 
Oh, bnt there are vested interests, it 
seems. With rapid transit it is probable that i 
the best part of the tenement house popula- | 
tion would remove to the upper end of tho ! 
island. Well, it ought to. But the owners | 
of these overcrowded, filthy and unwholo- | 
some tenement houses would lose some part i 
of their income. 
Well, they ought to. 
j 
Every interest of the city—every real and 
legitimate interest, we moan--demands that j 
the overcrowding, the huddling together in j 
the lower wards shall cease; and it can cease 
only when we have not one but half adozeu 
rapid tnmsit roiwls. We ougbt to have these 
at onc«*. Slow transit is a premium upon 
vice and pauperism. It is important to 
bear this in mind. It is necessary to the 
hi'altb, the morals, the best iuti-rests of the 
citizens that our population shall be more 
evi‘nly scattered over tho islnn l. And here 
come the slow triinsit men and claim tho 
right, for fear of losing a little of their 
profits, to prevent this, and to force, us by 
a gigantic pr«-«s, our industrions poor 
into their 
filthy 
tenements. 
If the 
Legislature should pass a law fining 
every mechanic and clerk filty cents a day 
who should presumo to live above Fiftieth 
street tliere would I'tobably be a revolution 
in New York, and tho men who voted lor 
such a law would be called Infamous. But 
that is ubcut what the «qiponeuts of rapid 
transit are trying to do. If the Legislsture 
should offer to enact a law prohibiting the 
further scttlonn*ut of the island above Six­ 
tieth street every taxpayer in New Y'«>rk 
would protest. But that is what the oppo­ 
nents of rapid transit are trying to do. 
Tho slow transit men are the enemies of 
New York. They drive a large and the 
b'-st pan of our population off the island. 
They condemn the industrious mechanics 


and their families to live in a manner in­ 
jurious to their moral as well as physical 
welfare. They prevent the increase of our 
population, they increase the burdens of 
tho taxpayers, they make the city one of 
tho most inconvenient in the world to 
live in, whereas it ought to be one 
of the most delightful. 
Their policy 
visibly and continually increases crime and 
pauperism. And all this for what ? That 
their dividends may not bo decreased. 
YVe advise the people, in all parts of the 
city, to meet and demand rapid transit. If 
they do not they will onc«^ more bo cheated, 
and the cheating means that they will con­ 
tinue to be robbed of fresh air, of whole­ 
some living, of low rents, of hours which 
they might give to sleep or to pleasant 
amusements or the society of their families, 
but which now they must spend hanging 
on to straps in slow moving and filthy hoi'se 
cars.

Meanwhile the Prince of Wales, who 
is a field marshal, wants mure money to en­ 
tertain his friends and that small section 
of the public to whom he must, at stated 
periodti, open his doors. If there is a war, 
and Albert Edward should go out nnminnlly 
at tho head of the army, he would come 
back a very much more popular Prince, and 
os princes of tho blood royal very seldom 
are put in tho way of hostile bullets 
there is little doubt that he would 
come back. 
Then his friends would 
have no necessity to go around say­ 
ing, 
“Pity a poor 
heir 
apparent, 
wot’s only got a small allowance and has a 
mother that lives among the Scotch.” The 
Anglican Church is troubled about the ques­ 
tion of auricnlor confession and seems pre­ 
paring, by internal divisions, for the time 
when the good sense of England will break 
the connection between Church and State 
with a few sledgehammer blows. 
The 
great Presbyterian Council which is about 
to meet in Edinburgh will help to show 
how hardy and luxuriant a religious plant 
may be even in England, although growing 
outside the Treasury hothouse. Theatrical 
matters are dull in London, bnt w'C learn 
that they are about to send us a naughty 
comedy with a decided French flavor. YVlth 
such other bits of gossip as will enliven 
the reader our letter fulfils its purpose 
to-day.

After a century’s experience of Indian 
warfare the government seems to know less 
about it or to care less about it than at any 
period of our hintory. During the past ten 
years it has had no other enemy than the 
Indian to contend with. Its policy has been 
one continuous blunder, resulting in mas­ 
sacres by Captain Jack and his Modocs, 
murders by Sitting Bull, the sacrifice of 
General Custer and his regiment and now 
by the slaughter of the settlers on the Sal­ 
mon River, in Idaho, by the chief Joseph, 
in command of the non-treaty Nez 
Percés. Under a wise and just system of 
Indian management these atrocities would 
not have occurred. But as the past cannot 
be changed it is unnecessary now to do 
more than refer to the stupidity, indiffer­ 
ence and greed which have made our Indian 
policy a disgrace to the nation. The gov­ 
ernment is now confronted with the stern 
fact of another war, which threatens to end 
in a massacre as terrible as any which pro­ 
ceded it, Idaho is almost at the mercy of a 
tribe of savages who have already murdered 
«cores of white settlers and who boast their 
ability to overcome the troops now stationed 
in that part of the country. They have 
issued their defiance to the United States 
government and have thus far been fully 
able to maintain it. 
As usual, the government meets tho rifle 
of the Indian with red tape. The Indian is 
in earnest, hut the administration is not 
and has persistently underrated tho dangers 
of a savage uprising this summer. The 
mutilated bodies of the settlers along the 
Salmon River and the condition of their 
families, spared for the time only to meet a 
worse fate, furnish an answer to this folly ; 
still nothing is done. General Howard, 
whoso command embraces the scene of 
the outbreak, is concentrating nil the 
troops under his control, and has ap­ 
pealed to the government for further aid 
only to meet with the response that there is 
no authority under tho Ium- to furnish it. 
Thus the lives of our citizens are sacrificed 
to the circumlocution bureaus in Washing­ 
ton, and the rod tape of the dupnrtment is 
as fatal as the bullet of the savage. 
It is 
indeed oven more dangerous, for the men 
who go forth to the frontier under the 
guarantee that they will be protected by 
the government and in tho full faith 
that tho pledge will be kept, find 
thi^niselves des«>rted and betrayed. Thera 
are not troops enough in Idaho now to save 
the women ii.id children from fates worse , 
than that, and if another massnero occurs, I 
as is probiibl»!, it will be due as much to the 
infernal red-tapism of the governmeut as to 
the cruelty of ihe Indians. Our little army 
in tho West is doing its best to stop tho sav­ 
ages in their murd«*rous raids on the settlo- 
inents, and if they fall a terrible responsi­ 
bility will rest on the authorities at Wiii-h- 
ington.

An ordinance of that city prohibits 
the “Btonigo or sale of firecrackers and fire­ 
works of all kinds and the setting off or burn­ 
ing of any firecracker or fireworks of every 
description within the city limits ’ under a 
l»eiiiilty of twenty-five dollars lor cimli nud 
every oftonoe, Tho captains are <mlerc«l to 
instruct their commands to strictly « nlorco 
this law. A siuiilur ordiuaucu •xials in New 


York, but inasmuch aa our Mayor and police 
hesitate to enforce it, one being frightened 
and tho other afraid to do so, it will, of 
course, remain a dead letter. We shall 
envy our neighbors on the other side of the 
East River the peacefulness of their celebra­ 
tion ; provided their police are able to carry 
out their instructions effectually. In New 
York we shall have to submit to the con­ 
fusion and danger of a senseless practice for 
one more year at least, although the law 
would protect us provided the authorities 
did their duty. If any great calamity should 
occur through the use of fireworks, pistols 
and cannon in the public streets of this city 
on tho Fonrth tho responsibility would rest 
with the Mayor and the police. 
P a a s ln g th e D a n u b e . 
Onr despatches, with ampler particnlars 
of the great movement of the Russians, are 
fully confirmatory of the news published 
exclusively in the H e ra ld yesterday. It 
appears that from five thousand to eight 
thousand Russians, with two batteries of 
artillery, passed the Danube at Ibrail. 
They had been preceded by a force 
of Cossacks which went over the river 
in boats 
at 
Gnlatz and held the 
Turkish side of the river while the 
bridge was completed. 
These attacked 
tho Turkish pickets as soon as tliey 
were over with great spirit and drove them 
to their supports, which proved to be irreg­ 
ular cavalry, orbashi-bnzouks. These fought 
the Cossacks resolutely from three in tho 
morning until two in the afternoon of 
Fri.lay, with some help from artillery in a 
battery near Matcbin. This battery was 
taken by the Russians with severe loss. 
Finally the Turkish force was driven into 
Matchin, where its account of the Rus­ 
sians, perhaps, demoralized the garri­ 
son, for some hours later a Bulga­ 
rian reported it abandoned, and it was 
subsequently occupied by the soldiers of the 
Czar. All this is telegraphed by our special 
correspondents ; and the tenor of the story 
must confirm the high opinion entertained 
of the fighting qualities ofthe Russian army, 
which deals with the enemy with profes­ 
sional skill and magnificent vigor. It is in­ 
tended to cross only two corps at Ibrail, 
for the reasons we have already given— 
namely, that it is not an effective passage 
by which to get at the enemy, and is made 
only to cover the Russian commnnioa- 
tions and to support the more important 
operations to be practised elsewhere. An­ 
other crossing will be made immediately at 
Turna Maguorelli, opposite Nikopolis. This 
intention indicates the Russian strategy. It 
will be seen that the project is to flank the 
great Turkish fortresses and the army concen­ 
trated between the eastern extremity of the 
Balkans and the Danube. There is no rea­ 
son why the Russians should attack these 
places, and if tho Russian endeavor to pass 
the Turkish army and march to Constan­ 
tinople shall tempt the Turks ovt of their 
strongholds in the hope to crush the 
Russian flank this will give the invaders 
the opportunity to fight their enemies with­ 
out the support of their fortified places. In 
case the Turks should persistently adhere 
to their positions tho Russians can with 
safety move to Sophia, Fhilippopolls and Ad- 
rianople, passing the Balkans by the west­ 
ern passes on the line of the olden military 
route fron* Constantinople to the Moraya 
Valley. For this purpose they will prob­ 
ably hold tho line of the Jantra from the 
Danube to the mountains. Here will appear 
the advantage of their superiority in num­ 
bers, for they are strong enough to hold this 
line in such force as to render their left and 
rear perfectly secure and still send onward 
to Adrinnople and Constantinople a column 
sufficiently strong to cope with the Turk­ 
ish Balkan army, if the Ottoman com­ 
mander shall see the situation in time 
to hurry 
his troops 
through 
the 
eastern 
passes and fight the Rus­ 
sians anywhere south of the Balkans. 
England’s intentions are not yet clearly de­ 
fined, and if she means to act it is probable 
that her government will continue the series 
of blunders which have thus fur character­ 
ized its Turkish politics and act decisively 
only when it is too late. England’s thirty 
thousand troops would be of some value in 
support ot the Moslem’s hundred thousand, 
but when the hundred thousand is crushed 
the thirty thousand will be of small account' 
against the force that crushed the greater 
number.

H ilton 
In tlie SynaKogueR. 
When Judge Hilton shut the doors of his 
Saratoga hotel against the-Jews, who seek 
that favorite watering place in search of 
health or pleasure, he little thought that 
by that act he would he raised to 
the dignity ol the persecutor of a 
race and a religion. But it is upon 
that bad eminence that he now stands. 
The Israelites in tho United States have re­ 
sented as one man the insult, and yesterday 
Judge Hilton was bronght into nearly every 
synagogue in this o;ty and held up to scorn 
and execration. He bad been previously 
punished in the press, but tho oppor­ 
tunity of criticising him in the synagogues 
on the Jewish Sabbath was not to 
be neglected. 
It will be seen by our 
reports elsewhere that the issue is now 
much broader than the mere question as to 
whether hotel keepers have the moral or 
legal right to refuse to accept Jews as 
guests. Tho ilev. Dr. Huebsch denieil that 
anything in the history of Judaism justified 
the course of Mr. Hilton, while Rev. Dr. De 
Sola Mendos compared his action to the 
hostility manifested toward ancient Israel 
by the Moabites. Rev. Henry P. Mendes 
iirgund the «lucstion from a humanitarian 
point of view, and stated that there were 
unworthy Christians as well as unworthy 
Jews, and probably included Judge Hilton 
in tho former category, and Dr. Jacobs 
treated it in its moral and religious re­ 
lations to society. 
Theso sermons are 
of particular interest as the expres­ 
sions of tho authorized exponents of 
the Hebrew faith, ami indicate the 
character ot the protest which will be made 
by the race everywhere. Wo shall soon hear 
lYoin the synagogues in other American cit­ 
ies, and answers to Jmlgo Hilton’s Pharaoh- 
like decree^ will come to us from Europe. 
This is one ofthe most interesliug religious 
discussions that have arisen of late years, 
and the more imporlant bccau.se it involves 
not lu Toly «inestions of faith, but the Irnftio- 
wurk ul auciotv itselfi 


At a meeting of the Tammany General 
Committee yesterday, held with closed 
doors, Mr. John Kelly is said to have ex­ 
pressed his dislike of the H z b a ld , and to 
have instructed his followers to discontinue 
reading this journal, and to use their best 
efforts to induce tbeir neighbors to do the 
same. It is natural that Mr. Kelly should 
fear and detest independent jonrnalism. As 
an independent press is watchful over the 
public good it necessarily comes in conflict 
with a system which in ready to sacrifice 
the public interests to the interests of a 
political clique under the rule of an over­ 
bearing dictator. But for the H e ra ld and 
other independent journals Kelly might 
have succeeded, in 1875, in driving from the 
criminal bench an able, unpright, Icarless 
judge, and placing a pliant Tammany poli­ 
tician in the Recorder’s seat. The true 
motives of Kelly’s vindiítive hatred of 
Judge Hackett and of his desire to place his 
Tammany agents in possession of the crim­ 
inal court and of the public prosecutor’s 
office might not have been publicly known 
bnt for the information afforded to the 
people by the independent press. But for 
the H e ra ld Kelly would have defied public 
opinion onoe more in 1876 by nominating 
for Ylayor some Tammany politician who 
would have done his bidding on all oc- 
OHsions. But the Hackett experience taught 
his generally subservient followers a lesson of 
prudence, and Kelly was compelled to yield 
to Mayor Ely’s nomination. But for the 
independent press the people of New 
York might not have known the fact 
that Kelly, 
through 
his 
convenient 
agents, 
was 
endeavoring 
in 
vain 
to force Mayor Ely into nominating 
such an undesirable and improper person 
as Alderman Purroy as Police Oommis- 
sioner; for Kelly is cunning as well as over­ 
bearing, and knows when to stand in the 
background and screen himself behind his 
working tools. 
Of course John Kelly dislikes the H e b a ld . 
Of course he would endeavor to persuade 
his Tammany constituency not to read it. 
What a glorious time John Kelly would 
have if not only the H e ra ld , but all other 
respectable journals were out of existence 
and he could rule in Tammany uncriticised, 
unexposed and unopposed! How speedily 
and completely the power 
of Boss 
Tweed 
would 
be 
eclipsed by the 
power of the new 
Boss! 
But we 
fear that the great Tammany autocrat 
cannot be accommodated at present. The 
Russo-Turkish w’ar is being fought out 
European and American interests are likely 
to be involved. The oppressed of all na­ 
tions must be protected. Tho now policy 
of the new administration must have a dis­ 
interested champion, who will demand for 
it a fair and just trial. Specie payments 
and national prosperity must be restored. 
Our Mexican and Indian troubles require 
settlement. The men who have the will if 
they had the power to repeat the Tweed 
history in our city government need watch­ 
ing. In a thousand directions the influence 
of a powerful and independent press is 
needed for the public good. Bo we have 
not much fear that John Kelly and his Tam­ 
many gorillas will be able to kill the H e ra ld 
just yet, even if they do refuse to spell over 
its columns. 


Bundles 
an d 
BaokslAeesh. 
The unfortunates who are compelled to 
use our street railroads as a means of tran­ 
sit must have been astonished a few days 
ago to find the Board of Aldermen appar­ 
ently championing their interests and en- 
doavoring to remove one of the many dis­ 
comforts to which they are subjected on 
the cars. 
A proposition was made in 
the Board to prohibit the carrying of 
parcels and baskets beyond a certain size 
on the street cars, and the passen­ 
gers, who are frequently oompolled to 
pick their way through a labyrinth of such 
obstructions while entering or leav^g a 
crowded car, were, no doubt, grateful to the 
Aldermen for even this small attention to 
their comfort and convenience. 
But it 
turns out that in this instance, as in all 
others, the loyal Aldermen were true to 
their valuable patrons, the horse car com­ 
panies, and were only carrying out 
the orders and preparing a plan to 
increase the profits of those modest 
corporations. 
The proposition is not to 
prohibit the carrying of large bundles and 
baskets on the cars at all, bnt to extort an 
exorbitant tariff from those who do carry 
them. The comfort and convenienoc of tho 
passengers are not taken into account, be­ 
cause there would be just as much obstruc­ 
tion and nuisance to them in bundles that 
are paid for as in bundles that are carried 
free. But the tariff would bring consider­ 
able money into the treasury of the railroad 
corporations, and^that is what the Aldermen 
are after. 
Baskets and bundles are carried on cars 
by the poorer classes only. Women who 
earn a scanty living over tho washtub, and 
the wives of laborers and others who travel 
down to Washington Market from up town 
every ¡Saturday night in order to make tho 
meagre wages go as far as possible in 
the purchase of food, are the principal 
owners of these obstructions. 
It is a 
cruelty to seek to extort a sort of horse car 
blackmail from theso poor people, simply 
because they have no other means of carry­ 
ing their loads to and from their homes. 
It all bundles of every description of an in­ 
convenient size should be excluded from 
street cars except at certain hours of desig­ 
nated days when they might be carried 
tree, then the general horse car passengers 
would certainly be ben«?fited. Bnt to allow 
market baskets and other large parcels to 
be carried on the oars at any time, only 
compelling their owners to pay a high tariff 
for the privilege, would be no benefit to 
the general passengers, although very 
profitublo to the railroads. 
This is just 
what tho Aldermen desire to do. 
They 
thriltily unite bundles ami buoksheesh.

T o eliig the 
M »rk. 
President Hayes has adilressed a circular 
to all prominent federal officers tliroughont 
tho country, calling tbeir attention to that 
paragraph in his letter to the Hocretary of 
the Treasury in which ho lays down the 
rule that no officer should be required or 
permitted to t.ike part in tho management 
of Dolitiual organizatiouiL, canvasses, con- 


ventiona or election campaigns. Theii 
right to vote ond to express their 
opinions on 
public 
questions when 
it does not interfere with the discharge of 
their duties is conceded; but they are no 
longer to devote their time, which is the 
property of the government, to running 
political machinea. Neither is any asseas- 
ment for political purposes on officers or 
subordinates to be hereafter allowed. 
Good federal officers who are capable 
and 
honest will find no difficulty 
in following 
these instructions and 
will be thankful that they are so explicitly 
given. To all snoh the political system 
under which they have heretofore been com­ 
pelled to work has been particularly objec­ 
tionable. They have felt it to be a draw­ 
back to their usefulness; an obstruction in 
the way of a thorough discharge of their 
duties. Thedemands of their political party 
have occupied their time and consumed their 
money, and they have been powerless to re­ 
sist what was expected and demanded of 
them as the price of their positions. When, 
as in New York, the management of custom 
houses and post offices has been made 
popular with and acceptable to the public, 
it has been in spite of a vicious system 
through the personal exertions of the incum­ 
bents. If the scandals of tho past are not 
to be renewed, and if the federal offices are 
hereafter to be conducted solely as business 
departments in the public interest, civil 
service reform will have given us some sub­ 
stantial benefit at last
